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IJUTRODUCTION 



This publication is the first report on salaries to include all den- 
tal personnel in State health departments . The data contained in it were 
obtained primarily from State classification and compensation plans, and 
were later verified by the regional merit system representatives. of the 
U. S. Department of Health, Education, and Welfare. The report has been 
prepared in response to a recommendation of the 1961 Biennial Conference 
of the State and Territorial Dental Directors which called for a study to 
"ascertain the remuneration offered various categories of dental health 
personnel." 

In the preparation of this report, no attempt has been made to indi- 
cate exact salaries or the effects of longevity increases. Only the 
minimum and maximum levels for each position have been included in order 
to reflect salary ranges. Although all positions for dental personnel in 
State programs are listed, some were vacant as of December 31> 1962. 

The specification titles of positions with similar duties vary 
markedly from State to State. In order to indicate the relative ranking 
of positions for dentists and dental hygienists, separate tables listing 
position titles and salaries, together with concise descriptions of the 
duties involved have been included, compiled by State and region.

Chief, Dental Health Section $10,020 - $1^,060 

Under general direction of Director, Medical Services Division, directs the 
State Dental Health Program, Directs and supervises dentists and dental 
hygienists in their work with preschool and school groups; plans education- 
al programs in the interest of preventive dentistry for mothers, teachers, 
children, and dentists; prepares and delivers dental health lectures to 
professional and lay groups; acts as technical consultant in such dental 
health problems as organization of dental clinics, local surveys of dental 
facilities, and the administration of industrial and community dental pro- 
grams; supervises the preparation of articles and reports for newspapers, 
radio, health bulletins, and journals; and supervises operation of mobile 
dental unit. 

Senior Public Health Dental Hygienist $^,560 - $6,680 

Under general supervision of Chief, Section of Dental Health, plans, coor- 
dinates, supervises, and directs work of several public health dental 
hygienists. Contacts personnel of local organizations and organizes new 
activities. Trains new personnel. 

Public Health Dental Hygienist $3,900 - $5,360 

Under the supervision of a senior public health hygienist, instructs chil- 
dren and parents in oral hygiene, preventive dentistry, and nutrition. 
Examines and cleans children's teeth. Refers children to dentist for 
treatment. Advises teachers and parents on dental hygiene education. Keeps 
records and prepares reports. 

Maine 

Public Health Dentist $8,788 - $10,712 

Plans and directs a statewide program of dental health education and clini- 
cal treatment. Organizes and directs special projects in public health 
dentistry. Supervises field staff of dental hygienists and the operation 
of a mobile dental unit. Speaks before parent -teacher, service, and health 
groups and solicits their active support. Acts as departmental dental con- 
sultant and supervises a Public Health Service fluorine team demonstration 
unit. 



Dental Hygienist II $^,238 - $5^ 

Responsible to a public health dentist and work is reviewed through con- 
ferences and activity and program reports Supervises dental hygi en i s t s 
in a statewide dental health program. Contacts the public and carries out 
promotional .work to stimulate interest in the Improvement of dental health 
and hygiene. Plans and conducts monthly staff conferences for inservice 
training of personnel. Negotiates community contracts. Bills communities 
and follows up on collection of accounts. 

Dental Hygienist I $3,W - ^,238 

Under the supervision of a dentist or a dental hygienist II, performs 
technical work in the instruction of children and parents in oral hygiene 
and performs subprofessional dental work. Performs oral prophylaxes on 
patients in a laboratory or clinic, makes dental examinations of school 
children and gives sodium fluoride treatments. Maintains records. 

Dental Bygiene Assistant $2,860 - $3,1$ 

Performs limited technical work in assisting a registered dental hygienist 
in a dental clinic. (!Chis is a trainee position for a 10-week period dur- 
ing the summer for girls who have completed one year of dental hygiene 
training.) 

Massachusetts 

Director of Dental Health $10>39 - $13,2ty 

Plans and directs a statewide program of dental health education and den- 
tal clinical treatment; coordinates services with local dental health 
programs; advises dentists and local health authorities on problems of 
dental health. Prepares budget and approves expenditures for dental 
health program. 

Chief, Public Health Dental Hygiene Supervisor $5,8ll - $7>371 

Under direction of Director of Dental Health, provides staff guidance and 
counsel for dental hygienists in the Department of Public Health. Acts as 
consultant and assists local health agencies in maintaining a dental 
health program.
